Justice Carter's Comment 

The ILWU resolution aptly 
quotes ‘Justice Jesse W. Carter of 
the California Supreme Court as 
Baving: 

“My study of recent cases in 
which the conduct of defense at- 
torneys has been criticized leads 
me to the considered conclusion 
that had it not been for the pre- 
judice in the public mind against 
the defendants or the crimes with 
which they were charged, the con- 
(duct of the attorneys would not 
‘have merited comment either by 
the courts, the bar or the public... 
This is a time of national hysteria, 
general suspicion and distrust.” 

Out of Washington the very day 
the ILWU adopted its resolution 
came the story of an attorney, 
Abraham J. Isserman, who had de- 
fended several of the 11 top Amer- 
ican Communists convicted in New 
York under the Smith Act. The 
U. S. Supreme Court disbarred Is 
serman by a vote of 4 to 4 on the 
ground that he had committed con- 


tempt of court. Isserman had al- 
ready served a 4-month sentence 
for this “crime.”

Note the closeness of the vote in 
the Supreme Court: 4 to 4, even 
Steven. 

We don't know the technicality 
under which a tie vote disbars a 
man, or the other technicality un- 
der which, according to the Asso 
ciated Press report of the transac 
tion in high circles, it was up to 
Isserman to “show good reason 
why he should not be disbarred.” 

» But we do know the significance 
4% of the names of the 4 Justices who 
voted against disbarring Isserman. 
They were Jackson, Black, Frank- 
furter, and Douglas, men who 
know what civil liberties are, and 
mean to maintain them.

Meanwhile, McCarthy ... 


If a country gets to the point 
that an attorney must expect to be 
disbarred if he defends an unpopu- 


lar person, that country is in a 
pretty bad way. Especially if in 
that same country unscrupulous 


blatherskites like Joe McCarthy 
are permitted to commit contempt 
of all standards of fairness within 
the very structure of the Govern 
ment. 

Organized labor needn’t think 
that this issue is unrelated to its 
own problems, Many a labor man 
has been dragged before a corpora- 
tion-favoring court and thrown 
into jail for “contempt of court.” 
Organized labor still in very high 
circles in this country is consid- 
ered one of the “unpopular causes.” 

Just because we don't like the 
leadership of the ILWU is no rea- 
son why we should brush off the 
point they raise in their ‘“Resolu- 
tion on the Persecution of Law- 
yers.”

Oh for a Brave Civilian

President Eisenhower's methods of dealing with Senator

McCarthy Kicks the Constitution 


Right after this man McCarthy had in the course of the 
controversy over Charles Bohlen in effect called Eisenhower's 
Secretary of State a liar, and then had demanded that Bohlen 
submit to a lie-detector test, and right after the Senate had 


finally confirmed Bohlen as Ambassador to Moscow, McCarthy 


pulled another one. 

For the very next day after Bohlen had been confirmed by 
the Senate, McCarthy called a press conference, and came out 
with the flat announcement that he had made an agreement 
with the Greek owners of 242 merchant vessels operating 
under several flags to break off all trade with Communist 
China, North Korea, and the Far Eastern ports of the Soviet 
Union. As chairman of a Senate subcommittee he had, he said, 
carried out these negotiations secretly and because of their

partment.
